Spokesmen for the country’s biggest 
railroads yesterday issued an ultimatum 
to government officials, indicating that the 
roads would continue to “freeze” close to 
a billion dollars of immediately needed re- 
pairs and new purchases unless they were 
granted another increase in freight and 
passenger rates. 

Representatives of the American As- 
sociation of Railroads, the Chicago and 
Northwestern, and the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy Railroad, flatly told the 
Interstate Commerce Commission at the 
opening of the hearings on rates that they 
might consider spending about $900,000,- 
000 for equipment and repairs, but only 
on the condition that the government per- 
mit another rate grab. R 

The railroads are thus trying to take 
advantage of the strike of Big Capital in 
order to press their own special interests, 
and they are using the same technique.

From Recovery 
„ President Roosevelt took another piece 
out of the New Deal program with his mes- 
gage calling for a reduction in the appro- 
priations for highways. 

Last June Congress authorized $238,000,- 
000 for this purpose for each of the fiscal 
years 1938 and 1939. Of the 1938 author- 
ization, only $38,000,000 has thus far ac- 
tually been appropriated. The President now 
proposes that the balance be spread over 
1938 and 1939 and that the 1939 authoriza- 
tion be cancelled. For 1940 and thereafter 
he asks that the authorization be limited to 
000,000 a year. 3 

What Roosevelt requests is that, in the 
name of a balanced budget, highway funds 
be cut in two. This will mean additional 
thousands of workers thrown out of jobs at 
a time when unemployment is mounting 
rapidly. 

Is THIS the way to climb out of the re-

Again we point to the figures we cited 
In our editorial Tuesday: 

In 1936 the Federal government con- 
tributed to purchasing power through 
WPA, PWA, relief, the bonus, etc., $4,- 
599,000,000. 


In the first eight months of 1937 it 
contributed only $614,000,000. 


Doesn’t it seem reasonable that there is 
a connection hetween this sharp reduction in 
the government’s assistance to the people 
and the slump? 

If Roosevelt thinks that by tossing it an- 
other bone he will quiet the Tory opposition, 
he is mistaken. “Democrats in Rebellion, 
Assail Roosevelt Message Asking Cut in 
Road Fund,” gloats the New York Herald 
Tribune in its main headline yesterday. 

The Herald Tribune has been in the fore- 
front of the reactionary pack demanding re- 
duction of social expenditures as a means of 
balancing the budget. But when the Presi- 
dent takes a step in that direction, this 
mouthpiece of the Economic Royalists seizes 
pon it in order to discredit him. 

Senator McNary, Republican leader, also 
attacked the proposed slash in highway 
funds and for similar reasons. 

Thus, by these concessions, Roosevelt 
alienates the progressives, but does not at 
all conciliate the reactionaries. They are 
after his scalp and the scalp of the whole 
New Deal program, and every backward step 
merely whets their determination. 

Congress should reject any proposal for 
reducing still further the government’s 
contribution to purchasing power. On the 
contrary, this contribution must at once 
be sharply INCREASED. 

Balance the human budget by IN- 
CREASING WPA APPROPRIATIONS, 
EXPANDING THE FEDERAL HOUS- 
ING PROGRAM, STEPPING UP AID TO

Siam has a strong army of more than 100,000 trained 
soldiers, with every male in the country subject to 
military service. The Siamese army is trained by the 
Japanese. Scores of young Siamese are studying in 
the military schools of Japan. From a yearly budget 
of 100,000,000 ticals, more than 30,000,000 ticals are 


Japan, and some tanks from Great Britain. 


Out of 22 foreign advisers to the Slamese govern- 
ment, 18 are Japanese. Japanese aviation experts are 
covering the country with a network of air routes 
which are thinly disguised military stations. A direct 
air route between Siam and Japan has been estab- 
lished. :

Since the outbreak of the war in the Far East, the 
situation in Siam has been particularly tense. It is 
believed by foreign observers in Siam that the Bankok 
government, headed by Col. Phya Phahol, who, as 
president of the Council of State, acts for the 1l-year- 
old boy King, Ananda Mahidol, has a secret alliance 
with Japan. 


The pro-Japanese policy of the Phahol government 
is now meeting with strong resistance on the part of 
the people, particularly the Chinese minority which 
counts more than 3,000,000 out of a total of 12,000,000. 

Hitler, Mussolini and Araki are now especially in- 
terested in Siam for military and economic purposes. 
Siamese military action on some pretext or other grow- 
ing out of Japan's aggression in China is looked to 
by the generals of the triple Fascist alliance as a pos- 
sible effective diversive movement to checkmate 
Britain and France in this area. 

By the threat of a blockade of Indo-China and by 
employing its alliance with Siam the Japanese mili- 
tarists were able to bring pressure on Paris to halt 
supplies from going to China through the South. 

Just now Siam is suffering from an economic crisis 
due to the drop in the world price of tin and rubber, 
its chief exports. Unemployment is growing, some 
200,000 out of the 400,000 proletarians in the country 
being out of work. Despite the fact that all political 
parties are stringently prohibited, a Communist Party 
remains illegally active. Its outstanding leader, Naiam, 
is in prison. Yet Bankok and other leading cities are 
flooded with leaflets exposing Japan's aims in China 
and calling upon the Siamese people to unite against 
the feudal and tyrannical government of Col. Phahol, 
buttressed as it is by Japanese imperialism, and to aid 
the Chinese people in their war of independence. 

* 

Hitler is not entirely satisfied with the colonial gifts 
that the British Tories are ready to lavish on him be- 
cause the acquiescence of the French diplomats necessi- 
tates maneuvering and delay which the Nazi war 
machine cannot afford. By emphasizing colonial con- 
cessions to Hitler on a “collective basis” the French 
hope to shift the discussion away from grants to Hitler 
in Central Europe as well as to dump the whole scheme 
into a bog of bickering as to who should part with 
what. 

Furthermore. Hitler knows, even if he is ready to 
grab at any concessions as a victory and an impetus 
to further demands and war preparations, ratification 
of any schemes of this kind either in France or Great 
Britain must go through parliament and the Chamber 
of Deputies, not an easy hurdle in France and difficult 
even in Britain with Tory control. That is why the 
conversation drifts tc the view of magnanimously con- 
ceding the Nazis the Belgian Congo and Portuguese 
Fast Africa. Belgium recently signed a “non-aggres- 
sion pact” with Hitler and Dictator Salazar of Portu- 
gal is one of Hitler's closest allies. 

But the atmosphere created and the Tory pro- 
nouncement of the “justice” of Hitler's robber de- 
mands are conducive to direct war action by the Nazis.

Spains Communist Leader Criticizes 
Western Democracies for Retreat 


Sharp criticism of the vacilla- 
tions and retreat of the govern- 
ments of the Western democracies 
and of the leaders of the Labor 
and Socialist International before 
the fascist offensive against Spain 
was vigorously voiced in a speech 
before the November session of 
the Central Committee of the 
Spanish Communist Party by its 
general secretary, Jose Diaz. We 
print below an extract from the 
speech: 


VALENCIA (By Mail). 


In spite of the sympathy shown 
to us by all the peoples of the world, 
fascism has been able to continue 
up to the present its criminal plans 
of invasion. Why? To this ques- 
tion I wish to give an exact answer, 
as complete as possible, because a 
correct stand on this question will 
allow us to determine with accuracy 
the prospects of our struggle and 
the tasks which lie ahead of us. 

First, the aggression of fascist 
Italy and Hitler Germany against: 
the Spanish Republic has been able 
to continue up to the present thanks 
to the support of the Conservative 
government and reactionary bour- 
geoisie of England. 

At the same time the fascist bour- 
geoisie of France is supporting 
Franco and desires the victory of 
the fascists. The French fascists are 
traitors to their fatherland and open 
agents of the enemies of their coun- 


The English Conservatives, al- 
though they cannot at present be 
considered outright fascists, in real- 
ity adopt the identical positions and 
the policy of fascism. Animated by 
the defense of their selfish class in- 
terests, incited also, possibly, by ‘the 
desire to weaken France, they ac- 
cept the fascist sophism that the 
struggle in Spain is between fascism 
and Bolshevism. Their blindness 
prevents them from seeing that the 
fight in Spain today is to defend 
what were the demands and funda- 
mental conquests of the bourgeois 
democratic revolution: liberty, na- 
tional independence, fraternity be- 
tween the people, the respect for 
morality and for international law. 


THE BANDITS UNITED 


The fight taking place in Spain 
is part of the world struggle be- 
tween democracy and fascism which 
is attempting to destroy it. Under 
the mask of the fight against Bol- 
shevism, all the bandits who wish 
to kindle the flame of war through- 


thoroughly mistaken if it believes 
that by helping Franco and the fas- 
cist aggressors it will avoid a world 
war. One cannot prevent a war by 
inciting and favoring those who are 
preparing and waging it. The re- 
actionary policy cf England is not 
preventing, but is hastening the 
preparation of a war in which the 
fascists will attempt to destroy the 
liberties of all the nations of Burope.

Second, the fascist aggression 
against Spain was and is favored

As in Germany, as in Austria, in 
the period in which fascism was 
organizing and struggling to con- 
centrate all power in its hands, the 
petty bourgeois democracy is vacil- 
lating, falling once again with its 
eyes closed into a fatal error, which 
consists of believing that fascism 
can be stopped by yielding to it one 
position after another. 

By capitulation after capitulation 
the Social-Democrat leaders of Ger- 
many and Austria have ended their 
political career in concentration 
camps, while the workers whom

sie than to the proletariat. 


We know that the Labor and So- 
cialist International has approved 
many resolutions on aid to Spain, 
stating its position definitely. We 
know that the Labor and Socialist 
International and the International 
Federation of Trade Unions have 
given us no practical aid of im- 
portance. Socialist volunteers and 
officers are fighting in the Inter- 
national Brigade shoulder to shoule 
der with Communists and Republi- 
cans. But we also know that there 
are governments directed by Social- 
ists which carry out in relation to 
Spain a different policy to that laid 
down by the resolutions of the La- 
bor and Socialist International. 


We have seen that the agreements 
reached at Annemasse, which the 
Spanish people welcomed with en- 
thusiasm as the beginning of « 
united and decisive action of all the 
organizations of the international 
proletariat, were not followed by the 
action we expected. This was not 
the fault of the Communist Inter- 
national, but of the opposition of a 
section of the leaders of Social- 
Democracy, in particular of the 
English, who began to threaten to 
withdraw from the Second Inter- 
national if the latter were to decide 
to work together with the Commu- 
nest International in the defense of 
Spain.

MERICA is my father, the Jewish race my mother. 
But there are extreme chauvinists in both camps 
who tell me I must love cne nation to the exclusion of 
the other. I can’t do it; hoth are in my blood; how can. 
one deny one’s very being? 


The Nazis say Germans in the United States must 
always remain Germans. It can’t be done; the sons 
and daughters of immigrants inevitably feel and think 
like Americans. Those other nuts, the Kluxers, can’t 
stop this, either. America is a melting pot. 

Despite the Kluxers, the Nazis, snobs; and bosses-who keep the 
races divided, all the races are blending here into a new humanity, into 
the American an Anglo-Saxon with high-cheekbones and a dark com- 
plexion, because there are strains in him of Indian, Negro, Jew, Italian, 
Greek, Slav, Spaniard, and all the rest.

Being a Jew, has helped me understand the races; Lenin said the 
Jews have internationalism in their bones. And it helps one feel for 
the oppressed; Jews flock into the revolutionary movement, because 
they themselves are oppressed both racially and economically. 

(What a joke, though, to hear the Nazi nuts call Communism a Jew- 
ish invention! Marx, it happened, was a Jew, but his collaborator, his 
dearest friend and fellow-worker, one who was almost like the other 
half of a mighty brain; was Frederich Engels, a German of the old 
Teuton stock. In justice, it should be called Marxism-Engelism!) 

Whenever the people begin to organize and threaten the ruling 
class, the Jewish “problem” is brought forward as a red herring. You 
can almost tell how strong the people are becoming, by the amount 
of anti-Semitism the upper classes preach. 

It is important that every American worker should understand 
the Jewish question, in order to dispose of this red herring across his 
trail. The fascists here are already anti-Semitism; Father 
Coughlin, for one, muttered about “Jewish” capitalism being so bad, 
as against the good Christian capitalism of Morgan and Tom Girdler. 
Roosevelt is often attacked by Liberty League fascists for allegedly sur- 


rounding himself with Jewish “radicals,” all of them “Elders in Zion” 
who get orders from Jerusalem and Moscow. 
I am glad to see that a magazine, “Jewish Life,” has been started 


to educate the membership of the Communist Party on this grave 
ject. We have neglected it, as Marxists largely did in Germany 
Hitler, thinking u a minor issue. But we must be informed 
actual facts as to whether Jews do control the finances of America, 
or run the Communist Party, or do all those other terrible things the 
Nazi nuts think up, or else how can we enlighten others on this major 
fascist lie? . 

I wish non-Jewish workers could go to mass meetings of the Jewish 
workers in New York, and see what Jews are really like. This, too, 
is needed; personal contact is a great teacher. I wish the Freiheit 
Chorus of Jewish workers could also be sent on a tour of all America, 
into cities where Jewish workers are unknown. 

I heard this great chorus again the other night at the literary 
evening for Moishe Nadir, the Jewish people's author. It moved me 
as strongly as it has always during the past ten years; it seems to me 
the best of our workers’ choruses.

They want money to pay for books, movies, radios, plays—to live 
the cultural life the riches of America should make available to all. 
But those who are lucky enough to get work find that their meager 
salaries barely suffice to maintain themselves on the lowest level of 
decency. 

Winston's pamphlet is not one with a note of pessimism. He 
says it's great to be young today—great, because of the stirrings 
of a mighty American People’s Front that will put an end to 
lynching and Jim-Crow and segrezation, and liberate the Negro 
people. 

We are proud that young people such as Henry Winston are today 
the leaders of our League. Henry himself had high aims and aspira- 
tions. He spared no sacrifice to educate himself—working twelve hours 
at night in order to go to school for seven hours during the day. The 
crash of 1929 threw his father out of work, and ended his chances of 
going to school. 

But in 1932 Henry Winston joined the Young Communist League, 
and there found the education and learning that he had always sought. 
There he learned how to best devote his energy and talent to the 
liberation of his people. 

This pamphlet, which sells for only five cents, has been published 
by New Age Publishing Co. It should be one of the most popular ever 
printed, not only for Negro youth, but also for white young people 
who want to understand the aims and desires of their Negro brothers.

The other publication is the Yearbook of the Y.C.L. of New York, 
which comes nearer than anything else to answering the question as 
to what the League actually does. 

Here you'll find an honor roll mentioning all the YCL’ers 
now fighting in Spain—pictures of one hundred and twenty 
(count em) leaders of League branches, counties, and of the 
state—biographies of dozens more, telling what they eat for break- 
fast, why they joined the Y.C.L., what they read in bed, and 
anything else personal you might like to know, 

You'll find such features as a moving biography by Harrison George 
of Victor Barron, his son who was killed by Vargas, the hangman of 
Brazil. and a history of the CL. in New York by Bronx County Sec- 
retary Al Steele. 

But the thing of main interest is the section relating to the ac- 
tivities of the branches. In case you didn’t have a chance to attend 
the recent state convention, here you'll find summarized most of the 
experiences and activities that the League branches reported to the 
convention.
